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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain the subject particles free from agglomeration and excellent in dispersibility. 
CONSTITUTION: Inorganic particles coated with a silicone oil are passed through a high-temperature flame to 
melt and form sphere. The inorganic particles, even if fine particles, are free from agglomeration, can be ejected 
very smoothly from a nozzle, and are formed into spheres while being kept in a state of fine particles In addition, 
because of good dispersibility in a flame, the particles are wholly subjected to the heat of a flame so that the 
degree of sphericity is remarkably improved. The grinding of the particles for adjusting the particle size with the 
addition of a silicone oil results in the completion of the drying of a silicone oil in the grinding step; therefore, no 
drying step is necessary. 
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
